Production of Hard Rock and Pebiite 
During 1910. 





By E. H. Secriarps, State Geologis 
The production of phosphate ro 
Florida during 1910 exceeds that of 
preceding year, the output having 
the first time reached and passed the | 

mark of 2,000,000 tons. The total pro 
tion for 1909 was 1,862,151 tons, whil 
1910 the production was approxim 
2,020,797 tons. This large output is 1 
remarkable in view of the depressed yp . 
for phosphate which prevailed throug! 
the year. The increase is due, however 
tirely to the pebble section, the outpu 
hard rock having actually decreased. 

A notable feature is the fact that s 
ments of phosphate during 1910 exc 
the amount mined. While the output, as 
already stated, slightly exceeded 2.000.009 
tons, the amount shipped to domestic 
foreign consignments as reported by 
several companies is little, if any, sl 
of 2,081,956 tons. This excess of s 
ment over production occurred in the h 
rock se« tion, where th shipments OxXece 
the amount mined by nearly 100,000 1 
thus materially reducing the stock 
hand at the beginning of the new year 

The amount of phosphate consigned 
use in the United States during 1909 f1 
Florida was 837,217 tons, while during 
1910 the consignments to points wit 
the United States was, according to 
ports of the producers, slightly in excess 
of 1,000,000 tons. This is as it sho 
be, and is an encouraging sign of th« 
creased home demand for phosphate. 

The price of phosphate rock during 
year was nominal. The hard rock is s 
to haye sold at $5 to SG f. o. b. at min 
and the pebble at $2.75 to $3 f. o. b.

The total number of plants operating 
the beginning of the year in the hard 1 
section was 37. Some of these work: 
out deposits or for other reasons clos 
down during the year, but a number 


new mines opened up. The number o 
ating at the close of the year was 45 
Twenty companies in all were operati 
in the hard rock section during all o1 
part of the year. 

The production of hard rock durit 


1910, as in the preceding year, records 


decided falling off. The amount mi 
during 1909 was 527.582 tons, while d 
ng 1910 the output fell to about 392,0Ss 
tons. The production for 1908, TOSO1! 
tons, is the maximum output for the hat 

rock fields, and unless the phosphate ma 

ket materially improves is likely to rema 

the maximum. 

As in former years, the hard rock 
consigned largely to foreign markets, 
though the amount of hard rock used wit) 
n the United States is gradyally increas 
ing. The hard rock consigned for use 
the United States during 1910 was 18,745 
as against 17,456 during 1909. Th 
amount exported during 1910 was about 
151,555 tons. 

While the production of hard rock w 
further reduced during 1910, the produ 
tion of pebble phosphate was materially 
increased. The amount of pebbl mine 
during 1909 was 1.334.569 long tons. I: 
the year 1910 the productien of pebble 
rock amounted to 1,637,709 long tons, an 
increase of 303,140 tons. A proportiona 
increase during 1911, which is probable. 
will carry the production of pebble roc 
above 2,000,000 tons. Fifteen companies
